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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
Dear Friends: 


General revenue receipts for the month of March show a continuation of 
economic progress in Missouri business and industry. 

The record of increased receipts was maintained at a strong level despite a 
very slight drop in the rate of increase. This might be attributed to a seasonal 
lag and the slowing influence of a long, cold winter on statewide commerce 
and employment. 

The rate of increase is based on a comparison of receipts through March, 
1977, the comparable previous fiscal period. 

General revenue receipts through March, 1978, totaled $973,020,279. This 
was an increase of 13.63 percent. 

The greatest increase in state revenues continues to be in the category 
of individual income tax receipts, which totaled $354,495,855. The amount 
represented an increase of 15.11 percent. 


Corporate income tax receipts were $54,344,085, which was a gain of 
12.64 percent. 


Sales tax receipts were $484,709,648 and up 13.43 percent. 
Liquor, beer and wine tax receipts continued the decline begun last year. 


Receipts in this category were $18,400,172 and down 2.15 percent.
